An V.I t*nno Clilnaman Koitnijf With 
Asiatic Leprosy. 


EL PASO, August 29.—Thera is a 


case of genuine Asiatic leprosy in El 
Paso. It has been carefully hidden, 
and only yesterday cams to light. The 
victim is a Chinaman, who lives io an 
adobe on the northwest oorner of San 
Antonio and Utah streets, and has lain 
there under cover for nobody knows 
how long, while the dread disease was 
developing. Yesterday 
he 
ventured 


oot upon the streets, where his horrible 
condition at once attracted attention. 
He ia tall and guant, and was tottering 
with nncertain footsteps, and he seemed 
each inntant about to awoou. The 
loathsome disease had reached that 
stage where the flesh loses its vitality 
scales and slonghs off. The fact that 
tb.8 disintegrating process had com- 
menced oa the neck assured the early 
death ol the victim, which will be, all 
things considered, a blessing to him. 
The mark of the disease -was also visible 
upon his hands, which were contracted 
and. drawn as though paralyzed; the 
fingers seemed perfectly rigid and tho 
jointa somewhat enlarged. So com- 
plete is the mortification that tiro can 
be touched to the flesh 'without the 
slightest pain. The leper passed up 
San Antonio street and disappeared in 
one of tbe opium joints.

PITTSBURG MISISO DISTRICT. 


JDevcrfptfon of Tbia Promising 
nineral Field. 


The Fittsburg Mining District is now 


attracting considerable attention 
and 


promises to become a heavy bullion 
producer. This mineral belt is in Lan- 
der county about 10 miles south of Bat- 
tle Mountain. The field was discoved 
in '85, but no effort was made to develop 
it until tbe Spring of '86. Mr. W. S. 
Wilson, now of Beno, was the discoverer 
of the Marysville group of mines and 
early in the Spring of '86 commenced 
the work of development The ledge 
upon which work has been prosecuted 
is strong and well defined, and can be 
traced for a long distance and though it 
varies, as do all veins, in width, it occa- 
sionally opens out into large ore cham- 
bers from which large quantities of ore 
can be extracted at light cost. The ore 
was found in the grass roots and has 
more than paid for all the improvements 
that have been placed on the property 
and they are now in a position to take 
out sufficient ore to run reduction works. 
In an interview with a JOUBNVL reporter 
Mr. Wilson stated that he was more 
than satisfied with the outlook and was 
certain that development would show 
up a valuable mineral field. The Marys- 
ville group proper are on the same lode, 
known as the Yreka, while two other 
locations belonging to the group are on 
an independent ledge. The Marysville 
group nre designated as the Eureka, 
Yreka, Silver Medal, Gold Medal and 
Nancy Artimissi. So far all the work 
of aay importance has been done on the 
Sfreka and they now have three tunnels 
in the mountain all of which have been 
driven on the vein. The longest tnunel 
is 225 feet and the fucs of the drift is 
110 feet from the surface giving them 
an extensive area of sloping ground. In 
this level a winza is being sent down 
that has now reached a depth of 25 feet 
and shows a decided improvement in 
the grade of the ore, demonstrating that 
the cream of the ore body ia deeper in 
the ground. All the rock taken from 
this portion of the mine is sent to Beno 
or reduction and the returns are en- 
irely satisfactory. The upper tunnel 
s in 125 feet and like the longer one 
hows good shipping ore for tho entire 
engtb. Air connections with the aur- 
aoe has been run in both levels and the 
mine thereby well ventilated and work 
an be forwarded without any inoonven- 
ence. 
The ore is sorted into three 


lasses; the first and second grade is 
hipped for reduction and the third 
lass is stored at the mine, The first 
ilass ore will average about $250 per 
on in silver and gold, and the second 
laas , termed the low grade shipping ore, 
averages about $60 per ton. The show- 
ng in tho mine is sufficient to justify the 
erection of reduction works and Mr. 
Wilson Bays that he is confident that he 
ould keep a mill in constant operation 
hough he does not contemplate the 
rection of reduction works until he has 
more fully prospected tbe property. If 
he ledge unfolds well when greater 
depth is attained he will then proceed to 


e a mill at some available point 


where reliable water power can be ch- 
ained. 
Tho character of the ore is 


black sulphuret and ruby, the latter 
>redommating. 
Occasionally a bird 


chloride in the form of horn silver makes 
ts appearance and native silver is also 
'ound. Choice selections will assay as 
high as $10,000 per ton but this of 
course does not exist in large quantities, 
but sufficient high grade ore is encoun- 
tered to flavor a large quantity of lower 
grade, and transforms it into fine milling 
ore. Mr. Wilson thinks however that 
concentrators would work admirably 
and that, if so, a great saving could be 
made in the transportation ol ore for re- 
duction. 
Heretofore ha has shipped 


uis product to Salt Lake uud Denver, 
but hereafter, if the Beno Bednotiou 
Works can work the ore without unneces- 
sary delay, he will ship hers altogether. 


The property for its enure length is 


advantageously located for rapid and 
cheap development and will roll out a 


employe!. Mr. Wilson bailt the wagon 
road from th» mine to the railroad at a 
coat of about $2,000. 
In conclusion, 


Mr. Wilson, who is an old timer, and 
has grown gray in the mining fields of 
the West, said, "I am now confident 
that the district has a prosperous future 
and that the property in which I am in- 
terested in connection with my sous 
will tarn oat well. I have worked hard 
to find a mine that would suit my fancy, 
and am now satisfied that I haye found 
it, and can quietly settle down and work 
it. I have brought my family to Beno 
where I can give my children educational 
advantages and look after the reduction 
of my ore." 


NEVADA'S 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Its Adaptability for Prodncliifr Corn 
ana Wine. 


The Virginia Chronicle truly says: 
Corn grown on ranches along the Car- 


son river is just now in season for table 
use. 
It is far superior to the article 


brought here from California. The ears 
are as large and as welt filled and the 
grain equally as firm as that of corn 
raised in Illinois and other States east 
of the Bocky Mountains famed for that 
species of oereal products. 


The Italian owners of the ranch north 


of Sixmile canyon road, known as the 
French gardens, are growing luscious 
grapes on the southern slopes of the 
hills in the vicinity, the red lava soil of 
that locality proving peculiarly .adapted 
to the growth of vines, producing a 
wine grape equal to those grown on the 
banks of the historic Bhiue, silver 
Rhone or blue Danube. 


The soil on the southern slopes of the 


hills marking the northern boundary of 
the desert east of the city is precisely 
similar in character to that in the vicin- 
ity of the French gardens, with the ad- 
vantage that the altitude is several hun- 
dred feet lower than at the gardens and 
the temperature therefore several de- 
grees warmer, snow rarely ever lying 
there more than 54 hours after a fall.

18 miles distant from ruilruad and all 
the ore is transported this distance by 
teams.
